115) having considered the same, report 
favorably thereon with amendments and recommend that the joint 
resolution as amended do pass. The amendments are as follows: 

Page 2, line 15, after ‘“National”’ insert ‘Capital’ 

Page 2, line 23, strike out ‘‘$200,000” and insert ‘‘$150,000’’. 

In recommending the passage of House Joint Resolution 115, the 
Committee on House Administration is of the opinion that no more 
appropriate site for the proposed Franklin Delano Roosevelt Memorial 
could be chosen than the one recommended in West Potomac Park. 
The erection of the memorial in that particular section of the Nation’s 
Capital would be fulfilling the postwar goal and dream of the late 
President that the temporary buildings erected on the Mall and ad- 
jacent parklands, many of them dating back to the First World War, 
would be removed as soon as possible after the conclusion of World 
War II. Most of these temporary buildings still remain in this area 
although the purpose for which they were erected is no longer valid. 

The Committee on House Administration commends the Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt Memorial Commission for its painstaking efforts 
which have resulted in recommending that portion of West Potomac 
Park which lies between Independence Avenue and the inlet bridge 
as a most proper location for this memorial. 

After due deliberation the committee recommends a reduction from 
$200,000 to $150,000 in the amount authorized for organizing the com-

petition for plans for the design of the pear as authorized in the 
original legislation approved August 11, 195:

Report OF THE FRANKLIN DreLANo RoosEvELT MEMORIAL 
CoMMISSION 


There is submitted, herewith, a third interim report of the Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt Memorial Commission, in accordance with Public 
Law 372, 84th Congress, chapter 833, Ist session, Senate Joint 
Resolution 73. 

Since the last interim report of the Commission, made on February 
21, 1958, an Advisory Committee consisting of seven architects and 
city planners was appointed to examine and report on one or more of 
the sites that might be available in the District, for consideration by 
the Commission. These sites had already been visited by members 
of the Commission. The Committee of experts consisted of Pietro 
Belluschi of Boston, dean of the MIT School of Architecture and 
Planning and a former member of the Fine Arts Commission and 
adviser to the State Department on the design of foreign buildings; 
Samuel Glaser of Boston, practicing architect; R. Sturgis Ingersoll of 
Philadelphia, president of the Philadelphia Museum of Art; Lewis 
Mumford, former professor of city and regional planning at the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania; Hideo Sasaki, of Watertown, Mass., pro- 
fessor of landscaping architecture at Harvard U niversity and prac- 
ticing landscape architect; G. Holmes Perkins, dean of the De ‘partment 
of Architecture, University of Pennsylvania; and J. S. Unger of 
Unger & Unger, Brooklyn, N.Y. 

After formulating a theme for the design of the memorial the Com- 
mittee visited the sites, which members of the Commission had already 
examined, and after extended discussion and study unanimously rec- 
ommended to the Commission the Tidal Basin site, West Potomac 
Park, in a report dated June 2, 1958. This site consists of approxi- 
mately 10 acres and is owned by the Government. The Committee 
also recommended an international competition. A copy of the 
report is attached hereto. 

The Commission held its third meeting to consider the report, 
on June 17, 1958, and invited Mr. Belluschi to be present. After 
extended discussion the Commission adopted the recommendation 
as to the site at the Tidal Basin, and approved the report in general. 
The Commission also authorized the introduction of a joint resolution 
to set aside the site chosen. A resolution was introduced on August 7, 
1958, and referred to the Committee on House Administration, but 
no further action was taken thereon before the adjournment of 
Congress.

MEMORIAL TO FRANKLIN DELANO ROOSEVELT: 


REPORT OF THE ADVISORY COMMITTEE TO THE FRANKLIN DELANO 
ROOSEVELT MEMORIAL COMMISSION 


The Advisory Committee on the Franklin Delano Roosevelt Perma- 
nent Memorial met in Washington on February 7 and 8, 1958. Of 
the seven members of the Committee all were present except R. 
Sturgis Ingersoll, who had gone to Europe. The five sites that had 
been suggested were examined by the members of the Committee. 
The Committee discussed these sites, the type of memorial to be 
erected, and the procedures to be followed leading to the erection of 
the memorial. After adjournment the Committee was furnished 
with additional information by the National Capitol Planning Com- 
mission about certain of the sites, and there was a further ex <change 
of views between the members by letter. The Committee met again 
on May 2 in New York. All the members were present except 
Mr. Mumford who was sick and unable to attend. 

Only three of the sites suggested were considered appropriate for 
the memorial: the cross-axis site, on the south side of the Mall, on 
Independence Avenue, opposite the Archives Building, consisting of 
from 4 to 8 acres, on which temporary structures are now being or 
will be removed; the Old Naval Hospital, at 23d and 25th Streets NW . 
about 1% acres, with more space available if certain adjacent buildings 
were demolished; and the Tidal Basin site, West Potomac Park, 
about 10 acres. All of these sites are owned by the Government. 

Of the three, the cross-axis site was considered the least promising. 
It is, or will be, hemmed in by large buildings on three sides; it is 
urban in quality and does not lend itself to a reflective mood; pe it 
is surrounded by heavy traffic routes. It would be suitable for the 
erection of a public building, but not for a memorial. The functional 
quality of such a building, the committee believes, is not appropriate 
for a memorial, since the function of nearly all useful things changes 
with use and time, and a memorial to a great man should not have a 
limited life. 

The naval hospital site appealed to the Committee because it has 
characteristics unique enough to equal in strategic importance the 
Lincoln, Jefferson, and Washington Monuments, without attempting 
to ape them. The possibilities for design expression would be very 
great at this site, permitting horizontal or vertical massing or spatial 
forms. But the entire area of the naval hospital must be cleared of 
its buildings in order to make this a suitable site. The Old Naval 
Hospital Building, which has historical value and is worth preserving, 
would have to be torn down. The difficulty of providing convenient 
access to the site, and adequate space for parking, is another draw- 
back, and the site might be affected by new roadways, not yet deter- 
mined. 

Therefore, the Committee unanimously decided to recommend the 
Tidal Basin site. It suggests a more reflective expression and, 
because of its location, a less dominant form than the Lincoln, 
Jefferson, and Washington Monuments. This need not mean that 
the design be of lesser quality. It will have its own quality, which 
should balance the other three memorials, and complete them. The 
cove adjacent to the Potomac Park should be kept an entity; thus the 
site should include the park and the upper portion of the polo grounds. 
The roads for this entire area should be redesigned to accommodate 
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the circulation and parking for the new uses of these areas. The 
shoreline of the basin should not be altered except in a reasonably 
minor way. A diagram plan of the proposed site is attached to this 
report. 

In our discussions it became evident that the most important thing 
in creating a suitable memorial, besides the selection of the right person 
or persons to execute the work, is the discovery of a theme that will 
bring forth in such artist the fullest kind of response, so that he will 
create something that will far exceed any specifications that the Com- 
mittee might if it were unwise— try to lay down. In drawing up a 
program for the Roosevelt Memorial therefore, it will be well to cast 
aside, at the beginning, any previous building or work of art as a 
model to be directly imitated. We may admire the purity of the 
Washington Monument and see in this isolated, lofty column a true 
image of the Father of our Country, but we know that such a symbol 
cannot be used a second time. ‘The same applies to monuments as 
effective as the Farragut Monument in New York or the Lincoln 
Memorial. We must look rather to the character and work of 
Franklin Roosevelt to give us the theme of a memorial that will do 
him the honor he deserves and transmit his living image to future 
generations. 

In reviewing Roosevelt’s whole achievement, three characteristics 
seem to stand out as indissolubly part of the man. The first was his 
warm feeling for people, above abstract causes or principles. In this 
light, a memorial for Roosevelt must be accessible, and the visitor 
to it must feel intimately embraced and received by it, not put at a 
great distance from the man by reason of his eminence. 

The second salient fact about Roosevelt, which came directly out of 
his immediate human dealings with the people around him, was the 
good-neighbor policy. The good-neighbor policy is one of give and 
take, on “the basis of need A Sy mpathy. Instead of hard bargains 
based on power and wealth, the good-neighbor policy tries to establish 
a sense of common needs and common aims. That attitude and that 
help made Roosevelt’s name loved throughout the world, as the highest 
symbol of American generosity and understanding. Finally, growing 
out of the good-neighbor policy, was Roosevelt’s vital sense of the 
unity of all mankind. Roosevelt’s anticolonialism was an expression 
of the need for taking in all mankind as neighbors and friends. To 
create a fitting memorial for Roosevelt, not merely must his native 
soil and his American heritage be brought into the picture—the rest 
of mankind must be vividly present, in some form, to give the full 
circle of his influence. 

It would stultify the mind of the designer, perhaps paralyze him, if 
the Committee were to indicate beforehand whether the appropriate 
form would be a building, a garden, a fountain, a pool, a whole land- 
scape, or all of these wrought together in some fresh, surprising, and 
appropriate form. Our one thought would be that Roosevelt, the 
essential Roosevelt, must be the focus of an appropriate memorial; 
it is surely not enough to inscribe his name over the entrance of a build- 
ing conceived for some quite different use and purpose. 

The Committee felt that this project is so important that only by 
tapping the widest creative resources available could a satisfactory 
choice be made. Therefore, after extended discussion, it unanimously 
decided that the best way of providing a suitable memorial is to hold 
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an international competition. The first stage would be open to all 
architects, landscapists, sculptors, and designers, as individuals or 
joined together i in association as a competitor. Six prixes of $10,000 
each should be offered in the first stage. The winners of these prizes 
would compete in the second stage of the competition, the winning 
prize to be in the range of $50,000, with a second prize of $20,000 and 
a third prize of $5,000. 

The Committee recommends that an individual of recognized pro- 
fessional ability and standing be appointed professional “adviser in 
charge of the competition, to prepare a clear program, draw up appro- 
priate rules of procedure, and generally organize and administer the 
execution of the competition and further recommends that his selec- 
tion be made by your Commission from a list of names submitted by 
the Advisory Committee. He should be paid a fee of $15,000. 

The Committee believes that the selection of the jury is the key to 
the success of the competition. It should be largely composed of 
individuals representing various aspects of the visual arts, and com- 
manding the respect and confidence of the practitioners in their 
respective fields, yet need not be limited to such a choice. We 
recommend that their selection be made from a list of names sub- 
mitted by the Advisory Committee. Their number should be not less 
than three and not more than seven, and the same jury should serve on 
both stages of the competition. The jury should have the power to 
withhold any and all awards for prizes if it believes that the plans sub- 
mitted are not of a sufficiently high standard of excellence. 

If there is a first prize winner, the jury recommends to the Com- 
mission that he be employed to execute the project, on condition that 
he may prove to the satisfaction of the jury that by himself or through 
an association he is capable of doing so. His employment by the 
Commission to design and supervise the construction of the memorial 
is to be subject to the following conditions: If the gross total fees or 
compensation ultimately received by him for the preparation of the 
plans and specifications amount to $200,000 or more, then the whole 
amount of the prize money received by him as a result of this com- 
petition shall be considered to have been received as an advance pay- 
ment on account of the said fee, and the amount of $50,000 shall be 
deducted from the final payment, or payments, due him for services 
rendered upon the completion of the said services. If the gross fee 
received by him amounts to less than $200,000, then only that part of 
the prize money represented by 25 percent of the said gross fee shall 
be deducted as provided above. If he is employed only to design and 
not to supervise the construction of the memorial, then only half the 
amounts stipulated above shall be deducted as provided. If, on the 
other hand, he is not employed in any capacity in connection with the 
execution of the memorial, then, by the acceptance of the prize money, 
he shall be deemed to have been fully compensated for his effort in 
participating in the competition.

PURPOSE OF LEGISLATION 


The purpose of the legislation is— 

4 (1) to permit U.S. common carriers, subject to such regulations 
as may be issued by the Federal Communications Commission, 
to render free telephone and telegraph service to official par- 
ticipants at the Ninth Plenary Assembly of the International 
Radio Consultative Committee (CCIR) to be held in the United 
States in Los Angeles, Calif., from April 1 to April 30, 1959, and 
(2) to permit qualified official participants in the Assembly to 
operate, subject to such regulations as may be issued by the 
Federal Communications Commission, an amateur radio station 
which the Commission has licensed to be located at the Assembly 

site. 

Under the provisions of the Communications Act of 1934, as 
= amended, telephone and telegraph companies are precluded from 
| providing free services and the Federal Communications Commissivn 

is not authoried to license aliens to operate radio stations. 
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2 AUTHORIZING CERTAIN FREE COMMUNICATION SERVICES 


The exemptions provided for in this legislation would be temporary, 
for the duration of the Assembly. 

The Ninth Plenary Assembly of the International Radio Consult- 
ative Committee will be a major international conference The Com- 
mittee is a permanent organ of the International Telecommunications 
Union which is a specialized agency of the United Nations. 

The conference has been called for the purpose of discussing a wide 
range of technical problems involving radio and the radiospectrum 
including the problem of recommending radio frequencies which would 
be suitable for communications with space vehicles; detailing technical 
requirements for stereophonic broadcasting; and developing standards 
for color television to make possible the international exchange of 
color television programs. 

When such a conference is held it is customary for the host govern- 
ment to extend the courtesy of free telephone and telegraph services to 
official participants. In most of the countries of the world, telecom- 
munication services are government-owned and operated and it is a 
simple matter for the foreign governments to furnish free telephone 
and telegraph services for official participants to these conferences. 

There is a precedent for this legislation in that the 80th Congress 
in 1947 by joint resolution authorized the rendering of similar free 
services by U.S. common carriers for official participants in the Atlan- 
tic City conference. 

It should be pointed out that the U.S. common carriers would 
merely be authorized and would not be required to render free services, 
and it should further be noted that this legislation would not involve 
any expense to the Government of the United States 

A further purpose of the legislation is to permit qualif ied official 
participants at the Assembly to operate amateur radio equipment 
located at the site of the Assembly, and to communicate with their 
colleagues in their own countries. The Federal Communications Com- 
mission recently issued an authorization for such an amateur station, 
and the operation of this station would be subject to such rules and 
regulations as the Federal Communications Commission may deem 
necessary. 

The purpose of this amateur station is to demonstrate to the official 
participants in the conference the latest amateur radio equipment 
produced by American manufacturers. 

The Department of State and the Federal Communications Com- 
mission are supporting this legislation which also has the approval of 
the Bureau of the Budget. The reports on House Joint Resolution 
257 are as follows:

Dear Mr. Harris: The Department has received your letter of 
February 23, 1959, requesting a report on House Joint Resolution 257, 
providing that certain communication activities at the Ninth Plenary 
Assembly of the International Radio Consultative Committee to be 
held in the United States in 1959 shall not be construed to be prohibited 
by the Communications Act of 1934 or any other law. 

The Plenary Assembly of the International Radio Consultative 
Committee will be a major international conference. The Depart- 
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ment believes that every effort should be made to insure its success 
and, accordingly, a number of arrangements are being made for the 
convenience of attending delegates. It is customary in such instances 
to facilitate communications from the conference site through the 
provision of free services by commercial or other facilities. In the 
present instance the Department fully concurs with the purposes of 
House Joint Resolution 257 and, consequently, supports its enactment. 

The Department has been informed by the Bureau of the Budget 
that there is no objection to the submission of this report.

Dear ConcressMAN Harris: It is the understanding of this Com- 
mission that your committee has before it for consideration House 
Joint Resolution 257, a joint resolution providing that certain activi- 
ties at the Ninth Plenary Assembly of the International Radio 
Consultative Committee to be held in the United States in 1959 shall 
not be construed to be prohibited by the Communications Act of 1934, 
or any otherlaw. In view of the Commission’s interest in this matter, 
and the short period of time until the Assembly meets, we are sub- 
mitting our comments on the resolution at this time. 

The Commission is in favor of the objectives set out in the joint 
resolution. In this connection, we would like to point out that prior 
to the Atlantic City Radio and Plenipotentiary Conferences, the 
Commission by letter to the Department of State dated March 12, 
1947, suggested that legislation be introduced to permit all U.S. 
private telecommunications companies to provide free services 
(which would otherwise be prohibited by sec. 203(c) of the Communi- 
cations Act as amended) to the officials at those conferences. This 
led to the enactment by the Congress of Joint Resolution 102, 80th 
Congress, on Mav 13, 1947. The resolution reads as follows: 

“Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, That nothing in the Communi- 
cations Act of 1934, as amended, or in any other provision of law shall 
be construed to prohibit United States communication common 
carriers from rendering free communication services to official par- 
ticipants in the world telecommunications conferences to be held in 
the United States in 1947, subject to such rules and regulations as 
the Federal Communications Commission may prescribe.”’ 

This Commission is pleased to support the adoption of a similar 
resolution for the 1959 CCIR meeting and, if it is adopted, will issue 
the necessary rules to permit all U.S. communications common car- 
riers, if they so desire, to offer free communication service to officials 
participating in the meeting. 

This Commission also supports the proposal to permit operation of 
a U.S. amateur station by qualified official participants at the Assem- 
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bly, and if the resolution is adopted, the action necessary to implement 
it will be taken. Additionally, it should be noted that the Commission 
has recently issued an authorization for an amateur station to be 
located at the site of the CCIR conference. 

If the Commission may be of further assistance in this matter, 
please advise us.

REPORT 


[To accompany H.R. 306] 


The Committee on Agriculture, to whom was referred the bill, 
(H.R. 306) to amend the Federal Crop Insurance Act, having con- 
sidered the same, report favorably thereon with an amendment and 
recommend that the bill, as amended, do pass. 

The amendment is as follows: 

Page 1, line 5, strike out “tenth” and insert “eleventh” 


PURPOSE 


The purpose of this bill is to provide more administrative flexibility 
in determining the counties in which crop insurance will be made 
available by the Crop Insurance Corporation. 


NEED FOR THE LEGISLATION 


The present provisions of the crop-insurance law provide that 
insurance with respect to any crop shall not be provided in any 
county— 


unless written applications therefor are filed covering at least 
200 farms or one-third of the farms normally producing the 
agricultural commodity. 


While this arbitrary limitation was valuable during the earlier years 
of the present crop-insurance program, it has now outlived its useful- 
ness and has placed the program within rigid limitations which are 
proving undesirable. The amendment made by this bill simply 
removes from the act the arbitrary limitation of 200 producers or one- 
third of the farms normally producing the commodity, and leaves to 
the discretion of the Crop Insurance Board the determination as to 
when there is sufficient demand for crop insurance in a county to 
warrant the program being established there.

There would be no additional cost as a result of this legislation and 
its enactment might, in fact, result in some administrative savings, 
since the Corporation will not be placed in the position of conducting 
a preliminary insurance program only to find that its time and effort 
have been wasted because a few farmers less than the required 200 


have signed up for the insurance. 















DEPARTMENTAL APPROVAL 


The bill reported herewith is identical with a bill (H.R. 13262) 
which was favorably reported by this committee in the 85th Congress 
and passed the House on August 23, 1958. It was not acted upon in 
the Senate. The following report from the Department of Agricul- 
ture, recommending enactment of the legislation, was submitted in 
connection with H.R. 13262

Dear CoNnGRESSMAN COOLEY : This is in reply to your request of 
July 7, 1958, for a report on H.R. 1 3262, a bill to amend the Federal 
Crop Insurance Act to eliminate the requirement that ‘insurance 
shall not be provided in any county unless written applications therefor 
are filed covering at least 200 farms or one-third of the farms normally 
producing the agricultural commodity, excluding farms refused 
insurance on the basis of the risk involved.” 

The Department recommends that the bill be passed. 

Our reasons for recommending passage of the bill are as follows: 

It has been the Federal Crop Insurance Corporation’s experience 
that this requirement in the act has prevented the expansion to, or 
the continuance of the crop insurance program in counties where it 
would have been to the best interest of botn the Corporation and the 
farmers to have had crop-insurance protection available in the county. 

The existence of this requirement has also proved to be uneco- 
nomical from an administration standpoint. Occasionally, consider- 
able funds have been expended in the compilation of coverages and 
rates and the conduct of a sales program, and then the county would 
fail to qualify by only a few applications. In these instances, funds 
and efforts expended in such counties are wasted. 

Enactment of the bill into legislation would provide the Corpo- 
ration with needed flexibility in its operations, better service to 
farmers, and more economical administration. 

It should be noted that the sentence in the Federal Crop Insurance 
Act intended to be amended is the 11th sentence of section 508(a) 
rather than the 10th sentence of such section, as stated in the bill.

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AMENDING THE FEDERAL CROP INSURANCE ACT 


CHANGES IN EXISTING LAW 


In compliance with clause 3 of rule XIII of the Rules of the House 
of Representatives, changes in existing law made by the bill are shown 
as follows (existing law proposed to be omitted is enclosed in black 
brackets, new matter is printed in italics, and existing law in which no 
change is proposed is shown in roman): 


FrpeRAL Crop Insurance Act, AS AMENDED 
CROP INSURANCE 


Sec. 508. To carry out the purposes of this title the Corporation 
is authorized and empowered— 

(a) Commencing with crops planted for harvest in 1948, for the 
purpose of determining the most practical plan, terms, and condi- 
tions of insurance for agricultural commodities, if sufficient actuarial 
data are available, as determined by the Board, to insure, or to reinsure 
insurers of, producers of such agricultural commodities under any 
plan or plans of insurance determined by the Board to be adapted to 
any such commodity. Such insurance shall be against loss of the 
insured commodity due to unavoidable causes, including drought, 
flood, hail, wind, frost, winterkill, lightning, fire, excessive rain, snow, 
wildlife, hurric ane, tornado, insect infestation, plant disease, and 
such other unavoidable causes as may be determined by the Board: 
Provided, That, except in the case of tobacco, such insurance shall not 
extend beyond the period the insured commodity is in the field. In 
1948 insurance shall be limited to not more than seven agricultural 
commodities (including wheat, cotton, flax, corn, and tobacco) and 
to not more than three additional agricultural commodities in each 
year thereafter: Provided, That other agricultural commodities may 
be included in multiple crop insurance (insurance on two or more 
agricultural commodities under one contract with a producer). Be- 
ginning with crops planted for harvest in 1954, crop insurance may 
be offered each year in not to exceed 100 counties in addition to the 
number of counties in which such insurance was offered in the pre- 
ceding year. In determining the new counties in which such in- 
surance is to be offered and the commodities to be insured, the Corpo- 
ration shall take into consideration the demand of farmers for such 
insurance, the extent to which such insurance is available to com- 
merical producers of insured commodities, and the anticipated risk of 
loss to the Corporation. Reinsurance for private insurance com- 
panies shall be limited to not to exceed twenty counties which may 
be selected without regard to the other county limitations specified 
herein. Any insurance offered against loss in yield shall not cover in 
excess of 75 per centum of the recorded or appraised average yield 
of the commodity on the insured farm for a representative period 
subject to such adjustments as the Board may prescribe to the end 
that the average yields fixed for farms in the same area, which are 
subject to the same conditions, may be fair and just: Provided, That 
if 75 per centum of the av erage yield represents generally more pro- 
tection than the investment in the crop in any area, taking into con- 
sideration recognized farming practices, the Board shall reduce such 
maximum percentage so as more nearly to reflect the investment in

the crop in such area. Insurance provided under this subsection 
shall not cover losses due to the neglect or malfeasance of the pro- 
ducer, or to the failure of the producer to reseed to the same crop 
in areas and under circumstances where it is customary to so re- 
seed, or to the failure of the producer to follow established good farm- 
ing practices. Counties selected by the Board shall be representa- 
tive of the several areas where the agricultural commodity insured 
is normally produced. ‘The Board may limit or refuse insurance in 
any county or area, or on any farm, on the basis of the insurance risk 
involved. Insurance shall not be provided [in any county unless writ- 
ten applications therefor are filed covering at least two hundred farms 
or one-third of the farms normally producing the agricultural com- 
modity, excluding farms refused insurance on the basis of the risk 
involved; nor shall insurance] on any agricultural commodity [be pro- 
vided] in any county in which the Board determines that the income 
from such commodity constitutes an unimportant part of the total 
agricultural income of the county, except that insurance may be 
rovided for producers on farms situated in a local producing area 
ordering on a county with a crop-insurance program. The Corpo- 
ration shall report annually to the Congress the results of its opera- 
tions as to each commodity insured. (7 U.S.C. 1508(a).) 

(b) To fix adequate premiums for insurance in the agricultural 
commodity or in cash, at such rates as the Board deems sufficient to 
cover claims for crop losses on such insurance and to establish as 
expeditiously as possible a reasonable reserve against unforeseen losses: 
Provided, That such premiums may be established on the basis of the 

arity or comparable price for the commodity as determined and pub- 
lished by the Secretary of Agriculture, or on the basis of an average 
market price designated by the Board. Such premiums shall be 
collected at such time or times, or shall be secured in such manner, 
as the Board may determine. (7 U.S.C. 1508(b)) 

(c) To adjust and pay claims for losses in the agricultural com- 
modity or in cash, under rules prescribed by the Board: Provided, 
That indemnities may be determined on the same price basis as pre- 
miums are determined for the crop with respect to which such indem- 
nities are paid. The Corporation shall provide for the posting 
annually in each county at the county courthouse of a list of indem- 
nities paid for losses on farms in such county. In the event that any 
claim for indemnity under the provisions of this title is denied by the 
Corporation, an action on such claim may be brought against the 
Corporation in the United States district court, or in any court of 
record of the State having general jurisdiction, sitting in the district 
or county in which the insured farm is located, and jurisdiction is 
hereby conferred upon such district courts to determine such con- 
troversies without regard to the amount in controversy: Provided, 
That no suit on such claim shall be allowed under this section unless 
the same shall have been brought within one year after the date when 
notice of denial of the claim is mailed to and received by the claimant. 
(7 U.S.C. 1508(c)) 

(d) From time to time, in such manner and through such agencies 
as the Board may determine, to purchase, handle, store, insure, pro- 
vide storage facilities for, and sell the agricultural commodity, and 
pay any expenses incidental thereto, it being the intent of this pro- 
vision, however, that, insofar as practicable, the Corporation shall 
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purchase the agricultural commodity only at the rate and to a total 
amount equal to the payment of premiums in cash by farmers or to 
replace promptly the agricultural commodity sold to prevent deterio- 
ration; and shall sell the agricultural commodity only to the extent 
necessary to cover payments of indemnities and to prevent deterio- 
ration: Provided, however, That nothing in this section shall prevent 
prompt offset purchases and sales of the agricultural commodity for 
convenience in handling. Nothing in this section shall prevent the 
Corporation from accepting, for the payment of premiums, notes pay- 
able in the commodity insured, or the cash equivalent, upon such 
security as may be determined pursuant to subsection (b) of this sec- 

tion, and from purchasing the quantity of the commodity represented 
by any of such notes not paid at maturity. The restriction on the 
purchase and sale of the agricultural commodity provided in this sec- 
tion shall be made a part of any crop insurance agreement made under 

this title. Notwithstanding any provision of this title, there shall be 
no limitation upon the legal or equitable remedies available to the in- 
sured to enforce against the Corporation the foregoing restriction 
with respect to purchases and sales of the agricultural commodity. 
(7 U.S.C. 1508(d)) 

(e) In connection with insurance upon yields of cotton, to include 
provision for additional premium and indemnity in terms of lint 
cotton to cover loss of cottonseed, such additional premium and in- 
demnity to be determined on the basis of the average relationship be- 
tween returns from cottonseed and returns from lint cotton for the 
same period of years as that used for computing yields and premium 
rates. (7 U.S.C. 1508(e))

The Committee on Appropriations submits the following report in 
explanation of the accompanying bill making appropriations for the 
District of Columbia for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1960. 


SUMMARY OF THE BILL 


The Committee recommends an appropriation of $237,186,112 for 
the operations of the District of Columbia Government, of which 
$44,640,000 is for capital outlay. The recommended amount is 
$33,152,652 above fiscal year 1959 appropriations enacted to date 
but a reduction of $9,511,888 in the budget estimates. 


Pay Act anp OrHer Costs 


The 1960 Budget of the District of Columbia is predicated, in part, 
on two estimates (House Documents Nos. 58 and 90) for fiscal year 
1959 still pending in the Committee, amounting to $15,305,000, to 
finance the cost of the pay increases authorized by the last session of 
Congress, to finance wage board pay increases authorized by the 
Commissioners, and for other purposes such as increased postage costs, 
increase in the number of recipients of public assistance grants, etc. 
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The allocation by Departments of these pending supplemental 
estimates is as follows:

The amounts noted above, while not approved as yet by the Congress, 
were included in the computation of the 1959 base appropriation of 
each department. The Committee received testimony on_ dollar 
increases above this assumed amount (1959 appropriation plus the 
pending supplementals). If the Congress should not approve in full 
these pending fiscal year 1959 estimates, the Committee recommends 
that the difference, which is included in the appropriation for 1960 of 
each department concerned, be placed in reserve.

The payment to the Water Fund and the Sanitary Sewage Works 
Fund is for services rendered by District facilities to F ederal installa- 
tions. The estimate of $32,000,000 for the payment to the General 
Fund is authorized by Public Law 85-451. 

In arriving at the recommended figure of $2 5,000,000 as the Federal 
Payment to the General Fund, which is a 25 percent increase above 
the $20.000.000 appropriated to date for fiscal year 1959, the Com- 
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mittee has taken into consideration the following data submitted by 
the Commissioners from the table on page 17 of the hearings: 

Federal Government property, if taxable $22, 241, 125 
Foreign Governments (embassies, etc.), if taxable 434, 496 
Miscellaneous (properties exempted by acts of Congress) 396, 332

If the Committee were to apply the same average increase of 9 
percent in real property taxes which will result from the reassess- 
ment program, the figure noted above would be $25,148,428, or 
approximately the same as the $25,000,000 recommended in the bill. 

The Committee received testimony and other supporting data indi- 
cating that the tax burden of the citizens of the District of Columbia 
compares favorably with that of the metropolitan area generally. 
However, it is interesting to note that at the present time the budgets 
for three of the surrounding jurisdictions propose an increase in taxes 
in an amount necessary to finance their proposed budgets as follows: 

City of Alexandria, Va.: 
Adopted: $3.00 increase in city car tags. 
Proposed: 30 cents per $100 assessed valuation on real 
property. 
Fairfax County, Va.: 
Proposed: $1.67 per $100 assessed valuation on real property. 
Montgomery County, Md.: 
Proposed: 39 cents per $100 assessed valuation on real 
property. 
Prince Georges County, Md.: 
Proposed: 68 cents per $100 assessed valuation on real 
property. 

The Committee is fully aware that the tax increases presently 
proposed may not be enacted but it does indicate an apparent willing- 
ness on the part of responsible officials of surrounding municipal 
jurisdictions (with which the District always compares itself) to 
propose increased taxes to finance improved municipal services. The 
Committee can see no reason why the District of Columbia cannot 
meet more of its own financial problems in a like manner rather than 
relying solely on the Federal Government to provide additional 
revenue. 

In this connection the Committee directs the attention of the 
Commissioners to Section 47-501 of the District of Columbia Code, 
which states: 


For the purpose of defraying such expenses of the District 
of Columbia as Congress may from time to time appropriate 
for, there hereby is levied for each and every fiscal year, a 
tax at such rate on the real and personal property subject to 
taxation in the District as will, when added to the other 
taxes and revenues of the District, produce money enough 
to enable the District to pay promptly and in full all sums 
directed by Congress to be paid by the District, and for 
which appropriation has been duly made; and the Com- 
missioners of the District of Columbia hereby are empowered 
and directed to ascertain, determine, and fix annually such 
rate of taxation as will, when applied as aforesaid, produce 
the money needed to defray the share of the expenses of the 
District during the year for which the rate is fixed; and the 
Commissioners of the District shall in accordance with exist- 
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ing law, cause all such taxes and revenues to be promptly 
collected and, when collected, to be daily deposited in the 
Treasury to the credit of the District for the purposes herein 
set out. 

The portion of the budget recommended by the Committee, which 
is to be financed from the General Fund, is in excess of presently antici- 
pated revenues by approximately $1.6 million. The Committee rec- 
ommends that the Commissioners review the need for the approxi- 
mately 598 new positions and other improved or expanded services 
approved by the Committee and if they are deemed to be of critical 
importance to the District Government, the Commissioners are obli- 
gated to comply with the provision of law cited above.

The estimate for Regulating Elections of Delegates was reduced by 
$23,000 and the Committee recommends that no permanent positions 
be established for this activity. The Committee has denied 
$21,570 for this purpose in the past three fiscal years, during which 
time only 73 individuals have shown enough interest to register. 

The Committee has denied the estimate of $14,000 for the White 
House Conference on Children and Youth as it is of the opinion that 
the anticipated workload can be handled by the Youth Council which 
presently has a staff of 10 and with the increase allowed by the Com- 
mittee will have 3 additional positions.

During the hearings the Committee received the final report on the 
reassessment program instituted by it in fiscal year 1956. The total 
cost of the program has been $802,472. In addition to the stated 
objective of the program—which was to equalize the real property 
tax base levied by the District of Columbia—additional revenue to 
be realized from the program will be approximately $4 million an- 
nually, beginning July 1, 1959. The Committee believes the program 
has been a success but was somewhat disconcerted to learn that the 939 
new positions requested in the budget would cost $4,105,828, or 
approximately the same as the additional revenue to be realized 
from the reassessment program.

The Committee has made reductions in four of the above activities 
amounting to $266,000. The major portion of the reduction is 
$206,000 in the Supervision and Instruction activity where an increase 
of $1,580,000 was requested. The Committee has approved the esti- 
mates in this activity for funds to finance the increased pupil popula- 
tion in the elementary schools, and funds to finance mandatory 
personnel costs such as within-grade promotions. For new, improved, 
or expanded services, $456,055 was requested and the Committee 
recommends $250,055 or approximately one-half of the estimate. The 
Committee has not denied any specific area of increase requested for 
this activity but directs that there should not be any increase in the 
number of part-time classes. 

The Committee has been concerned for some time over the number 
of children attending elementary schools who are unable for one reason 
or another to obtain a proper lunch at the noon hour. This year the 
Committee has created a new activity entitled “Elementary school 
lunch program” and has reallocated the reduction of $266,000 obtained 
in the other activities of the school budget to this new program. In 
response to a request made during the ‘hearings, the Commissioners 
submitted a proposed pilot program to feed approximately 1,000 chil- 
dren in 11 elementary schools at an estimated cost of $133,000. The 
Committee has, in effect, doubled the size of the proposed program and 
suggests that, as more experience is obtained from this pilot program as 
to the financial needs of a permanent program, it will entertain budget. 
requests for such purposes. The amount recommended includes 
$30,000 for personnel and other costs to be expended under the direc- 
tion of the Department of Public Welfare. 

The growing number of temporary teachers on the payroll of the 
public school system is a matter of some concern to the Committee. 
In 1955 there were 627 such teachers on the rolls and in 1959 there are 
1092. Of this total number—which seems to increase as the pupil- 
teacher ratio decreases—187 do not have college degrees. The Com- 
mittee suggests that this area should receive attention from the Board 
of Education and the administrative officials of the public schools.

The Committee has denied the 8 positions requested for improve- 
ment of services in the Administration activity. 

For the Maternal and Child Health activity the Committee has 
denied the 3 positions requested in the budget, but due to testimony 
received from departmental and other witnesses relative to the very 
high infant mortality rate in the District has included an unbudgeted 
$50,000 to finance 8 positions and related costs for the establishment 
of a roving medical team to administer pre-natal care in the various 
sections of the city. 

The Mental Health activity requested an increase of $142,000 to 
finance an increased workload which has been denied as information 
submitted to the Committee indicated that as appropriations have 
increased—in 1956 appropriations were $98,207 and the request for 
fiscal 1960 is $440,000—the number of patients receiving care and 
treatment has decreased. 

In connection with the requested increase of $1,157,000 for D.C. 
General Hospital the Committee has taken into consideration the 
Congressional increase last year of $1,621,000 for the Hospital. Con- 
sequently it recommends an increase this year of $1,003,000, of which 
$303,000 is for increased workload and increased costs and $700,000 is 
for improved services. Of the $700,000 allowed for improved services, 
$200,000 is for equipment. ($88,000) ‘and drugs ($112,000) and $500,000 
is for additional personnel. Last year the operating officials of this ac- 
tivity applied approximately 68 percent of the personnel allowed to 
the Medical area. This year the Committee recommends that the 
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majority of the new positions allowed to be in the Maintenance and 
Custodial area. 

The Committee has made very minor reductions in the estimates for 
the hospital in fiscal 1959 and in this budget and advises the ap- 
propriate officials that future increases will have to be fully justified 
either on the basis of increased workload or increased costs. 

The Committee has included language and the necessary funds in 
the bill to increase the per diem rate of payment for inpatient care 
of medically indigent residents of the District of Columbia in the

The Committee considered a construction program estimate of 
$17,139,000 and recommends $11,822,000, a reduction of $4,010,000 
below the 1959 appropriation and a net reduction of $5,317,000 below 
the 1960 estimate. The Committee has included an unbudgeted 
amount of $241,000 for plans and specifications for a new junior high 
school at South Dakota Avenue and Hamilton Street NE. as testi- 
mony indicates that the need for an acceleration of the project is 
becoming acute due to the increasing pupil population in the area. 
The Recreation Department requested $100,000 (in addition to

The Committee on Ways and Means, to whom was referred the bill 
(H.R. 5640) to extend the time during which certain individuals may 
continue to receive temporary unemployment compensation, having 
considered the same, report favorably thereon without amendment 
and recommend that the bill do pass. 


PURPOSE 


H.R. 5640 would extend the time from April 1, 1959, to July 1, 
1959, during which unemployed persons who have established a claim 
to temporary unemployment compensation before April 1, 1959, 
may receive such payments. 


GENERAL STATEMENT 


The Temporary Venema Compensation Act of 1958 provides 


a continuation of unemployment benefit payments to individuals who 
have exhausted their benefit entitlement under the State unemploy- 
ment insurance programs or under the Fedcral unemployment insur- 
ance programs for ex-servicemen, veterans, and Federal workers. 
Present law provides that no payments may be made under this 
temporary program for any week of unemployment beginning after 
April 1, 1959. Thus, under present law, many individuals currently 
entitled to benefits would have their benefits cut off after April 1. 
Your committee’s bill is designed to permit individuals who have 
already established a claim to temporary unemployment compensation 
to have an additional period of 3 months in which to obtain these 
benefits if they are unemployed. The bill is designed to provide a 
gradual closing out of the existing temporary program rather than a 
sudden discontinuance of it.

TEMPORARY UNEMPLOYMENT COMPENSATION 


Your committee’s bill provides, in effect, a continuation of the 
temporary unemployment compensation benefits for those who have 
established their first claim to such benefits prior to April 1, 1959. 
These individuals will be permitted to continue to receive benefits 
under the same terms that were imposed during the existing temporary 
program, except that no benefits will be payable for any week of 
unemployment beginning after June 30, 1959. For example, the 
limitation provided in the Temporary Unemployment Compensation 
Act that benefits may not exceed 50 percent of the individual’s entitle- 
ment under the State program will still be in effect. The present bill 
will not provide any additional benefits to individuals who have already 
used up the total benefit to which they were entitled under the 
Temporary Unemployment Compensation Act, nor will it provide 
new entitlement to TUC benefits for any persons who exhaust their 
regular unemployment compensation benefits after March 30, 1959. 

The Temporary Unemployment Compensation Act provided bene- 
fits under agreements with the States. Seventeen States entered into 
agreements to provide benefit payments for individuals covered by 
their own unemployment insurance programs, as well as by the 
Federal programs for Federal employees, ex-servicemen, and veterans. 
Another 14 States adopted the program simply for the unemploy ment 
compensation programs for Federal employees, ex-servicemen, and 
veterans. Five other States elected to pay temporary benefits under 
the framework of their own laws without Federal participation. 
Generally speaking, the States which have adopted a program for 
extended unemployment benefits include the principal industrial 
States and the States with relatively high unemployment. The 
financing of extended unemployment benefits for individuals covered 
by the State programs is on the basis of a Federal loan, and the basic 
Temporary Unemployment Compensation Act provides for repayment 
of these loans by the States. 

The Department of Labor estimates that this extension of the 
benefits under the Temporary Unemployment Compensation Act will 
provide some payments to approximately 405,000 individuals and 
will involve additional costs of approximately $78 million. At the 
time that the 1958 program was adopted, an appropriation of 
$665,700,000 was made to cover benefit payments, grants for ad- 
ministration, and salaries and expenses in the Bureau of Employment 
Security in ‘the Department of Labor. It is estimated that as of 
March 30, 1959, the total expenses under the program will be about 
$447 million, leaving an unexpended balance of the appropriation 
of about $218 million. There will be no need for additional appro- 
priations to continue this program, and it will be seen that a consider- 
able portion of the appropriations made for the fiscal year 1959 will 
not be expended. The bill provides that no benefits may be paid for 
a week of unemployment beginning after July 1, 1959. However, 
in the mechanics of the program certain amounts will actually be 
paid out after July 1 in connection with disputed claims and the like. 

It is believed that nearly all of the States that presently have 
agreements with the Federal Government for the payment of tempo- 
rary unemployment compensation will desire to extend the duration 
of their agreements to take advantage of the additional benefit 
period.

SUPPLEMENTAL VIEWS 


Though we do not oppose the passage of this bill, we feel we must 
make clear that unfortunately it is far from what the needs of the 
present situation call for. It will help too few of the 4% million workers 
who are unemployed. It does too little even for the approximately 
265,000 workers who would benefit by the committee’s action. 

The bill would merely permit the estimated 265,000 unemployed 
workers who are drawing temporary unemployment compensation on 
April 1 to continue to draw benefits until they have exhausted their 
rights under the existing law. Some would be eligible to draw as 
little as 1 week. Official Labor Department figures considered by the 
committee indicated that these 265,000 unemployed workers would 
average only about 6 weeks of benefits. 

Nothing is proposed for the workers who will exhaust their rights 
under State laws after April 1, 1959. Exhaustions under State pro- 
grams are expected to average about 190,000 per month for the 
months of April through September 1959. 

Nor is anything proposed for the almost 2 million workers who are 
currently unemployed, who have exhausted their rights to temporary 
unemployment compensation, who are located in States where tempo- 
rary unemployment compensation is not effective, or who are excluded 
from coverage under State laws. 

The limited nature of the committee’s action emphasizes the need 
for basic revisions in the unemployment compensation program along 
the lines proposed in bills which have been introduced and on which 
hearings before the committee are scheduled to begin April 7 and for 
an emergency program that would meet the needs of all the unem- 
ployed workers until the basic revisions become effective.
